From present appearances, 
this may become a regular practice. | 

There has been a considerable | 
expansion in executive personnel at | 
nearly all the factories so far this 
year and hardly a week goes by/| 
without an announcement by some | 
plant. 

Factory officials are showing a} 
still greater interest in road building

New Passenger Car Registrations for ’29, 
Compared with ’28, Carried in This Issue 


N pages 10 and 11 of this issue will be found the 
complete new passenger car registration figures 
for the first six months of 1929, by makes and states. 
This is the first time that these complete figures have 
been published in any newspaper or magazine. On the 
same pages will be found the 1928 registration figures 
for the first half of that year, which are included so that 
our readers may make the obvious and interesting com- 
parisons. 
One of the most interesting facts disclosed by these 
two tables is the grand total of cars registered. In 1929 
the total registrations from January to June were 
2,156,114. During the first six months of 1928 the total 
was 1,556,974. The first half of the present year shows 
a gain of approximately 600,000 vehicle units placed 
in owners’ hands. This indicates in no uncertain terms 
that the increased production of 1929 has been passing 
steadily into the hands of owners.

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DIRECT BY MAIL 
HELPS TURNOVER 


Parts Jobbers Stock 
Control Method Is 


Also Feature 


By K. H. LANSING 

TRIVING for quick turn- 

over of replacement parts 
for passenger cars and 
trucks, in which it special- 
izes, the Parts Service Com- 
pany, conducting two whole- 
sale stores, one in Philadel- 
phia and the other’ in 
Camden, N. J., contrives to 
“keep the merchandise roll- 
ing in” to replenish stock, so 
that it will not become dimin- 
ished below at least one 
week’s supply. 

Each store is sizable, though 
not large, and the company’s pol- 
icy is to start with an inventory 
of more than a month’s supply in 
any item, prefering to refill as 
needed from the warehouses of 
manufacturers located compara- 
tively near by. In other words, the 
idea is to “let the manufacturer 
carry the stock in bulk,” yet to 
have in each store a_ well-bal- 
anced, working supply in all the 
lines handled. 

The principle followed is that the 
manufacturer has the _ requisite 
space to care for the stock and the 
proper facilities for getting out the 
jobber’s orders rapidly when needed 
so there is no reason to purchase 
heavily in advance and store the 
merchandise in the jobber’s more 
or less limited space. The company 
has been averaging a three and one- 
tenth times turnover and is now 
engaged in working earnestly for 
a five times turnover of stock. 

A Kardex Rand inventory system 


of stock control is used. Regular 
orders usually are made once a 
week, although in certain fast- 


moving items of stock it is necessary 
to order semi-weekly. But emer- 
gency orders go in the same nicht 
as signaled on the card represent- 
ing the stock that has fallen low. 
For example: Should heavy buying 
by customers take place in one item 


of stock, so that the supply on hand | 


falls below the minimum of a week's 
supply, the girl clerk in charge of 
the cars attaches to that particulaz 
stock card a tab of a certain color, 
indicating that an emergency order 
is necessary and that order goes in 
at once. When the supply of a 
certain item has been decreased 
to a point near the minimum, the 
sales manager uses his judgment as 
to whether this particular stock 
should be replenished at the time. 
Only dependable, well-known lines 
are carried, some being as follows:

Direct mail advertising of high 
quality supplements salesmen’s calls. 
Each month some piece of mail ad- 
vertising, such as a folder, devised 
especially for the company on its 
own initiative and not supplied by 
any factory, is sent to every cus-

The main portion is devoted to a brand of pistons and pins; the inside

One rather ingenious piece of di- 
rect mail advertising, for example, 
consists of a folder made of heavy, 
tan stock with black and red print- 
ing done artistically. This folder, 
when fully extended, is 12x9 inches 
and is made so that there is a 
vertical folding lap of 2'» inches at 
the left-hand edge, and the entire 
sheet folds into a postcard 6'%x4 
inches. When thus creased, the 
card reads above the addressing 
space in red, in the left-hand 
corner: “For the benefit of your 
customers,” an announcement that 
is pretty sure to cause the folder to 
be read. Such is usually the case, | 
as this folder and others like it have 
brought good response. This par- 
ticular piece of mail advertising 
covers the subject of Spencer-Smith 
pistons and pins. On the folding 
flap at the left of the folder is an 
alphabetical, partial list of standard 
replacement parts stocked 
by the company, while on the re- 
verse of the flap is a brief reference 
to and description of such shop 
operations as motor work and brake 
relining, setting forth that the 
shop's facilities are of the best. 

This system of sending out direct 
mail advertising monthly, following 
up salesmen’s calls, or perhaps | 
introducing something new in the 
way of stock, is deemed to have had 
considerable influence in building 
up business and increasing turnover. 
In addition to the company’s own 
direct mail pieces, advertising mat- 
ter supplied by the various factories 
from which purchases are made is 
frequently sent out to customers 
and prospects. 

Counter salesmen are carefully | 
selected and well trained, including 
the point that they are thoroughly 
familiarized with the various di- 
visions and items of stocks, so as 
to be able to answer questions 
readily and intelligently. The man- 
agers of the two stores are in| 
unusually close contact with their 
clerks, as each of them works side 
by side with the other men at the 
counter, waiting on customers

OVER JUNE TOTAL 


Seven Months’ Sales 
Will Exceed Total 


Last Year 


NDIANAPOLIS, IND., Aug. 20.— 

Evidence of improved condi- 
tions in the agricultural areas was 
outstandingly reflected in motor 
car sales during July, registrations 
of new cars in Indiana for that 
month, just released by the secre- 
tary of state’s office, show. 

July, according to official records 
Was the second biggest month of 
the year in new passenger car sales 
and made a strong bid to surpass 
the record figure of last March 
when 16.493 new cars were listed 
Last month's state total was 16,177. 

More than 50 per cent. ahead 
of June sales, the spurt noted in 
July is one of the greatest sur- 
prises of the season, coming as it 
does at a time when spring de- 
mand is supposed to have been 
dissipated and when the prover- 
bial summer slump in anticipation 
of new models is generally in full 
sway. Still more striking by com- 
Parison is the gain made over fig- 
ures for July of 1928, falling 
Slightly short of 94 per cent. Only 
8,402 cars were delivered in that 
month last year, which, inciden- 
tally, was a drop of almost 2,000 
from the preceding month. 

Another outstanding indication of 
prospects for a record year in 
Indiana is contained in the fact 
that the ge for 1928 will un- 


questionably be passed before the 
end of the current month, last 
year's figure—93,299—being only 
Slightly ahead of sales for the first 
Seven months of 1929, totaling 85,- 
011 

With August deliveries reported 
unusually brisk, there is little 
doubt in the minds of Hoosier 
authorities that deliveries for 


1929 are just now approximately 
equal to those of the entire twelve 
months of last year. The seven 
months’ total for 1929 is 46 r 
cent. ahead of that period of fast 
year.

A FEW years ago, with the ad- 
vent of radio as an active 
agent in American life, many au- 
tomotive dealers opened radio 
departments and built up a thriv- 
ing business with the line. 
Now, with aviation’s coming of 
age, and the quickening interest of 


| the public at large, automotive deal- 


ers are again debating the advisabil- 
ity of another line: this time avia- 
tion supplies and accessories. 

Muller Brothers, termed “the 
world’s largest service station” and 
located cn Sunset Boulevard, Holly- 
wood, has already made a move in 
favor of an aviation section of their 
accessory department. 

In fact, the department is now 
nearly a year old, which is just 
about long enough to demonstrate 


| that such a department is profit- 


able, and brings customers to the 
station. 

“Eventually everybody will be into 
aviation,” said Bob Uhlik, manager 
of the department. “To me this is 
as inevitable as was the automobile. 

“Even though people do not actual- 
ly own planes to the extent that 
they do automobiles, we find a large 
market for airplane accessories. 
People who only fly once a month 
like to have their own goggles, hel- 
mets, gloves and things, just as the 
occasional fisherman wants his own 
reel, or the part-time golfer wants 
a bag of clubs. Thus, inspite of the 
fact that there are so far only a 
few thousand licensed planes in the 
whole country, there are many 
times that number of people who 
are buying flying togs and equip- 


“Flying schools all over the place

cular letter is sent out over the 
firm's mailing list, just to catch the 
interest of any of their regular cus- 
tomers who may have gone a little 
deeper into aviation than the aver- 
age. 

Up to the present aviation mer- 
chandising is pretty spotty, but the 
industry is growing rapidly and 
very soon it may be expected to of- 
fer real profit possibilities to those
